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SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT 
TAMPA AND THE BAY AREA 


By MARY LEEUW, LM220 


In the period between World War | 
and II, the condition of Florida’s roads 
was very poor, and during the early 
‘20s had become a major political 
campaign issue. The result was a con- 
certed effort to build bridges and pave 
roads. Many of the structures from 
this period between the wars survive 
today, although many were replaced 


die?» beads... as + a, 
in the additional growth following 
World War II. Perhaps the most 
famous of bridges built in the "20s was 
the Gandy Bridge, which opened in 
November, 1924, and shortened the 
travel distance from Tampa to St. 
Petersburg, from 43 to 19 miles. It was 
at one time a toll road for autos and 
also used by streetcars. 

Of course, tourist-related enter- 
prises were to grow until the economic 
bust and depression. Several federally- 
related projects were started, the most 
famous being the start in 1935 of an 
attempt to build a cross-Florida barge 
canal. 

During World War II, Florida be- 
came a major training area for all the 
armed services. Florida was ideal for 
air training and many bases were estab- 


lished, some of which still exist today, 
In addition, major ship-building indus- 
tries were located at Tampa and Jack- 
sonville. 

Year-round air-conditioning made 
Florida a desirable residence state with 
full-year tourist interest. The most 
famous toll road is the Sunshine Park- 
way, from north central Florida at 


Wildwood to North Miami, opened 
from North Miami to Ft. Pierce in 
1957 and from Ft. Pierce to Wildwood 
in 1964. 

Between 1960 and 1970, Cape 
Canaveral was awakened from a small 
ocean tourist area by the construction 
of the major space launching station, 
later to be named the Kennedy Space 
Center. Then, in 1970, Walt Disney 
World opened its doors with a long- 
range plan that is still growing today. 

Canals and waterways have always 
been important in Florida — the St. 
Johns River always has been a major 
Florida transportation route, with 
steamships on it and its various tri- 
butarics. 

In the carly 1900s, some more rail- 
terminals were constructed, one

being the Union Station in Tampa 
(1912), which is still in use. 

Florida has been involved in avia- 
tion history since man first learned 
how to fly. In fact, the first scheduled 
air service in the world is credited to 
the two daily round-trip flights 
inaugurated January 1, 1914, between 
St. Petersburg and Tampa. Although 
this schedule lasted only 28 days, 
Florida had gained a place in history, 
and it would be another two decades 
before commercial air service once 
more appeared in Florida. On April 
15, 1971, the most innovative airport 
was open at Tampa International Air- 
port, still the most convenient airport 
anywhere. 


prior to the Civil War, following the 
war, the growth shifted to Tampa for a 
variety of reasons. But there is no 
doubt that the availability of both 
port facilities and railroads at Tampa 
was an important factor. Vincente 
Martinez Ybor, a Spanish businessman 
with cigar holding factories in Key 
West, was convinced to purchase land 
near Tampa in 1885 by the Spanish 
civil engineer, Gavino Gutierrez, who 
was actually responsible for designing 
what is now known as Ybor City. 
Another interesting structure in 
Ybor City was the Florida Brewing 
Company completed in 1896, 
although altered from its original 


design, still stands today. 
Airside Terminal—Tampa International Airport 


Many forts have been built in 
Florida, However, Ft. DeSoto is close 
by. This fort was constructed in 1898- 
1900 on Mullet Key and armed with 
eight large 12-inch mortars to defend 
Tampa Bay during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. Continuing as a_ coastal 
defense and anti-aircraft fortification 
through World War II, the facility was 
officially turned over to Pinellas Co. in 
1948 and became a County Park in 
1963. 

Tampa is famous for Ybor City, the 
cigar headquarters. Although there 
were u few cigar factories in Key West

the Tampa Bay Hotel 
was completed, owned by Henry 
Bradley Plant (Atlantic Coast Lines) 
and cost $3,000,000. This two-block 
long brick structure, varying in height 
from two to five stories, has 12 domed 
towers and Moorish decorations in 
wood, stone, cement, and wrought 
iron. It contained 402 rooms, a solari- 
um, music rooms, ballrooms, and lofty 
corridors. Today, the main building is 
currently the University of Tampa. 
After World War II, the rapid 
growth and construction in Florida 
included not only structures associated 


In 1891, 
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with the tourist industry, but large 
office buildings and other commercial 
structures. Orlando, Jacksonville, 
Tampa and Miami witnessed the build- 
ing of banks, insurance buildings, 
office structures, and other buildings 
which have changed and continue to 
change the urban skyline throughout 
Florida. 

The Gandy Bridge, previously men- 
tioned, contained 564 concrete slab 
spans with a double Bascule section 
over the channel. Crossing old Tampa 
Bay, the structure - which consists of 3 
miles of causeways and 2% miles of 
bridge - shortened the travel distance 
by 24 miles from Tampa to St. Peters- 
burg. A high-level steel and concrete 
deck and girder bridge was completed 
in 1956 paralleling the original Gandy 
Bridge on the north side. 

In the early 1950’s, south Tampa 
Bay was crossed by a 4-mile high-level 
concrete and steel truss structure, the 
Sunshine Skyway, which connected

Another interesting feature is the 
Temple Terrace Bat Tower. It was con- 
structed to help maintain moisture 
control. The Temple Terrace Tower is 
believed to date from 1923 and was 
built by Dr. Charles Campbell from 
San Antonio, Texas. The tower is 12

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feet square and stands 36 feet high. 
The shingle structure, designed to 
house 500,000 bats, is on concrete 
pillars and is located on the west shore 
of the Hillsborough River. Bats can eat 
thousands of mosquitoes at night and 
also eat moths and other insects. The 
tower, however, did not function as 
designed in that many people thought 
they were built to attract bats which 
were then to be killed. There is 
another tower at Sugarloaf Key, east 
of Key West. The question has yet to 
be answered as to how valuable bats 
are for mosquito control. 

Tampa and the Bay Area has a vast 
water supply contained in the water 
tower at Sulphur Springs, north of 
Tampa. This tower, built in 1925-26, 
has an approximate 150,000-gallon 
capacity. The poured-in-place concrete 
tower has quarters at the second-story 
level for the operator and family, and 
there were club rooms planned for the 
other levels beneath the tank. All 
levels were to be connected by an elec- 
tric elevator.

In the Tampa Bay Area there was 
need for development for port and 
channel facilities in both Old Tampa 
Bay as well as Hillsborough Bay. There 
were continuing changes and modifica- 
tions as to which area should receive 
priority and, by the 1890s, both areas 
were being developed and improved. 
In 1922, projects associated with 
Tampa Bay, Hillsborough Bay, and the 
Hillsborough River, were combined 
into one project — Tampa Harbor, 
Follow-on work from those days until 
the present has involved channel 
deepening in main and_ branch 
channels, as well as the construction of 
turning basins.

I think we all enjoy hearing the 
stories of the coins that didn’t get 
away. These are the coins that have 
brought our friends immediate riches 
and fame. You know the stories — the 
jar of rare coins down on the farm; the 
wad of old currency between the walls 
of the ancient building discovered 
when the wrecker’s ball lets in the 
light. Happily, ’'ve experienced many 
of these delightful situations over the 
years. They’ve happened to me and 
I’ve also been able to make them hap- 
pen to others. There was even an 
elderly widow who was reduced to 
tears when I explained to her that her 
husband’s small but exquisitely posi- 
tioned collection was worth a fortune. 
It was a fortune she could well use. 
I’ve even known the amateur collector 
who “loses sight” of one or more coins 
and is amazed when they’re “dis- 
covered’”’ and found to be extremely 
valuable. 

However, like a coin, these adven- 
tures have their flip side. These are the 
stories that start out happily and end 
up in heartbreak or with a sadder and, 
hopefully, wiser coin collector. 

When I was still a teenager, I once 
had the notion of reducing my coin 
collection to concentrate my holdings 
in a few rare pieces. After all, I could 
possess a few of the higher-priced 
coins and see price appreciations in 
dollars instead of just a few cents at 
a time. 

I took a bus to downtown Detroit 
and began to browse through the 
stocks of several of the city’s larger 
coin dealers. | had already placed most 
of my Indian cent duplicates into rolls. 
My pockets bulged. I was waiting for

that one trade. I'd be the proud pos- 
sessor of something valuable. Then I 
could show my friends the rarity and 
get some additional pride of owner- 
ship. I entered the first coin dealer’s 
shop.

I pondered over several other 
coins, but was drawn back to the extra 
fine 20-cent piece. 

It was not to be. The dealer advised 
me that though my trade offer was 
quite fair, his stock of Indian cents 
was already excessive, He showed me a 
large shoebox filled to the brim. I 
wandered slowly out of the shop and 
down the street to the next coin store. 

It did not do any good. What I had 
existed already in quantity at all major 
coin dealers. Quite disappointed, I 
made my way back to the bus stop. In 
passing, I noticed a dreary little pawn- 
shop. Perhaps the pawnbroker might 
have a collection of coins with some 
rarities in it. Even better, he might 
want my duplicate Indian cents. I 
checked my watch . . . still enough 
time to run back and check the pawn- 
broker. I rushed to the shop. Did the 
owner have any coins I might exa- 
mine? “Sure,” he said, and brought 
out a box of coins and a few sets of 
Lincoln cents in coin folders, I eagerly 
examined the boxed coins. They 
were beat-up examples of old coins. 
None were of any real value to a 
collector.

Then I began to browse through the 
Lincoln cent sets. There might be rare- 
date coins in stock. Behold, I found a 
1914D Lincoln (“D” for Denver Mint 
issue) in very high grade, valued some- 
where around $40 to $50 at that time. 
Surely ownership of the difficult 
1914D would fulfill my objectives if 
not my dreams. 

Would the owner be willing to 
trade the 1914D? I began to show him 
my rolls and rolls of Indian cents. I 
showed him some nice high-grade early 
date Lincolns which I had with me. He 
shook his head. “No, not enough... 
not enough.” Finally, all the coins 
were removed from my pockets. When 
he was convinced that I had no more 
of anything other than my bus fare, he 
said, ‘Well, you’re certainly a tough 
trader. You’ve gotten the best of this 
deal. Go ahead. Take the 14D.” 

I ran out of the shop delighted, and 
arrived at the bus stop just as the bus 
was leaving. During the ride home, I 
kept taking the 14D out of my pocket. 
I beamed with joy at my now most 
valuable possession. When I arrived 
home, I told my parents of my skillful 
trade. They were quite happy for me. 

The next day, I finally got around 
to examining the coin close up with a 
magnifying glass . a step which 
should have preceded my trade offer. I 
discovered several scratch marks 
around the ten’s position in the date.

I had been 
hoodwinked . . . hoodwinked by my 


own eagerness and the poor character 
of that pawnbroker. My coin was not a 
1914D cent. It was a 1944D which 
had the first “4” altered to look like 
tae Pg 

I was too proud to let my parents 
know. But that didn’t stop me from 
taking the bus back downtown the 
following Saturday morning. I wanted 
a refund. I thought about the words I 
would use. I thought about them for 
the entire week. I got up early the 
following Saturday fully prepared for 
any comment the pawnbroker might 
have for me. What I wasn’t prepared 
for was what happened. The building 
where the pawnshop had been now 
was completely vacant. There was a 
big ‘For Lease” sign in the w.ndow. 

I had been taken, and this is the 
first time I’ve ever told anyone the 
story. 

That’s it! All stories about coins are 
not happy ones. Some are of a tragic 
nature at times, just as life can be to 
each of us on occasion. Coins with sad 
tales often teach us more about 
collecting than those with happy 
endings.

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JEWS AND JEWISH SUBJECTS ON 
COINS & CURRENCY

Some time ago I started searching 
for coins of countries (other than 
Israel) which portrayed either Jews or 
Jewish-related subjects. This search has 
led into some interesting avenues for, 
besides those people who are unques- 
tionably Jewish, we also have some 
descendants from Jews. 

East Germany is a most prolific 
country for the recent issue of coins 
which have depicted either a Jew or a 
Jewish theme. Starting in 1968, they 
issued a 20-mark coin commemorating 
Karl Marx. 

Karl Marx (1818-83) was born in 
Germany. He was the chief theorist of 
modern socialism. He settled in Lon- 
don in 1849 where he is buried. His 
father had him convert to Christianity 
at the age of six. Subsequently, Marx 
developed a very hostile attitude to- 
ward Jews with Judaism synonymous 
with bourgeois capitalism, a capitalist 
mentality, and a symbol of financial

Then, in 1971, East Germany re- 
leased a coin commemorating Rosa 
Luxembourg. Actually, this coin is a 
joint commemorative, honoring Karl 
Liebknecht as well. This coin has a 
denomination of 20 marks. 

Rosa Luxembourg (1871-1919) was 
a founder of the Social Democratic 
Party of Poland and Lithuania. She 
migrated to Germany in 1898, where 
she became prominent as a spokes- 
person and theorist for the Socialist 
International. She opposed World War 
I as an imperialist enterprise and was 
imprisoned by the Kaiser. She was an 
editor of the Communist daily, Die 
Rote Fahne (“Red Flag”) with Karl 
Liebknecht. Following World War I, 
with a revolution threatening Ger- 


many, both were murdered by army 
officers.”

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Heinrich Heine was depicted on a 
10-mark East German coin dated 1972. 

Heinrich Heine (1797-1856) was a 
German poet and essayist, one of the 
great German lyric poets and Ger- 
many’s Outstanding Jewish writer in 
that period. His works reveal sharp 
political insight and satire. He sub- 
mitted to baptism in 1825, but later 
said, “I make no secret of my Judaism 
to which I have not returned because | 
have never left it.” 


Heine became an exile in Paris in 
1831.° 

In 1979, East Germany released 
two coins that I consider to have Jew- 
ish themes. The first one is the 5-mark 
Albert Einstein coin commemorating 
the.centennial of his birth in 1879. 

Albert Einstein (1879-1955) was 
the creator of the theory of relativity 
which revolutionized modern physics 
with new concepts of space and time. 
His work prepared the ground for 
atomic physics. He won the Nobel 
Prize in 1921. 

While in Germany he was a pro- 
fessor at the University of Berlin and 
director of Kaiser Wilhelm Institute of 
Physics. Upon his arrival in the U.S. in 
1933, he became a professor at the 
Institute of Advanced Study in Prince- 
ton. Einstein was active in humani- 
tarian, Jewish and Zionist causes. 
Unquestionably, Einstein was one of 
the world’s greatest scientists.* 

The other 1979 coin is actually a 
20-mark commemorative for Gotthold 
Ephraim Lessing, but the — stage 
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depicted on the coin features a scene 
from Nathan the Werse. 

Gotthold Lessing (1729-81) was a 
German dramatist, philosopher and 
critic. He was the first to present the 
Jew on the German stage in an objec- 
tive manner. Lessing was a friend of 
Moses Mendelssohn, his inspiration for 
his last play, Nathan der Weise, a plea 
for tolerance.> 

Poland is next in terms of produc- 
tivity of depicting Jews on coins. 
Poland issued coins commemorating 
three Jews, two different versions of 
each coin, so we actually have a total 
of six different coins. 

The first coins were issued in 1978 
and they depicted Janusz Korczak on 
a 100-zolota coin. 

Janusz Korczak (1878-1942) was a 
Polish writer, educator and physician. 
Starting in 1911, he headed the Jewish 
orphanage in Warsaw. The children 
were taught self-government and they 
produced their own newspaper. Kore- 
zak directed children’s institutions in 
the Warsaw ghetto until his death in 
the gas chambers with his wards in 
1942.°

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In 1979, Poland issued coins depic- 
ting both Ludwik Zamenhof and 
Henryk Wieniawski on 100-zolota 


coins. 
Ludwik Lazar Zamenhof (1859- 
1917) was a Polish physician and 


philologist who created Esperanto, an 
approach to an international language. 
In 1878, he published his first outline 
of this new, simple language that he 
hoped would help promote interna- 
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tional understanding. His pseudonym, 
“Doktoro Espterato” (Dr. Hopeful) 
inspired the name of the language. He 
convened the first international con- 
gress of Esperantists in 1905. He was 
an early member of Hovevei Zion.’ 

Henry Wieniawski (1834-80) was a 
child prodigy who toured Europe as a 
violinist with his brother Joseph, a 
pianist. In 1850, Henry was appointed 
solo violinist to the Czar. He toured 
the U.S. from 1872 until 1874 with 
Anton Rubenstein. 

He settled in Brussels where he 
composed many works (in marked 
Slovonic idiom) for violin, including 
two concertos and his popular “Le- 
ginde.” His brother, Joseph, studied 
piano under Liszt and later became a 
professor at the Brussels Conserva- 


In 1979, Switzerland issued two 
different coins to commemorate the 
centennial of the birth of Albert Ein- 
stein. Both coins were denominated as 
5 francs. One coin depicted Einstein 
and the other showed several of his 
formulae. 

In 1973, Austria issued a 25-shilling 
coin commemorating Max Reinhardt.

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LATIN AMERICAN UPDATE 


By FRANK SEDWICK 


THE AVAILABILITY AND VALUES OF 
CROWN-SIZE SILVER COINS OF COLOMBIA 


Inside information, this is not. That 
term implies a tip, more often imag- 
ined than real, about something that is 
going to happen, as at the race track, 
or in the case of coins — a promotion. 
Nobody is “hyping” any particular 
coins in the Latin American field, 
which happens to be an especially 
clean area of numismatics, a reason to 
like it. A couple years back, the Puerto 
Rican peso of 1895 was vigorously 
promoted, but not by Latin American 
interests, who know that the 40 cen- 
tavos is rarer anyhow. 

The information to follow is based 
on experience, which in the case of 
Latin American coins is much more 
reliable than statistics from the mint: 
first, because no such statistics exist 
for most of these coins, attention to 
detail and record-keeping not being 
one of the many Hispanic virtues; 
secondly, because records of mintage 
mean little without corresponding data 
on meltage, which again do not exist. 
The analysis to follow is simply based 
on frequency of appearance of the 
coins over a long period, and whatever 
grade and strike are typical for the 
various series, plus some knowledge 
passed on from my numismatic elders. 

So, get out your Krause Standard 
Catalog of World Coins and your 
Elizondo Fight Reales and Pesos of the 
New World and you will be ready for 
some comparisons, as well as observa- 
tions impossible to find in the two 


books alone, despite their being the 
principal guides for the average col- 
lector whose interests include the large 
silver coins of Colombia. 

Cobs are excluded here as too ab- 
struse for brief analysis; all Colombian 
silver cobs are quite rare anyhow. We 
begin, therefore, with Colombian pillar 
dollars and bust 8 reales, work our 
way up to 1871, and finish with the 
Mint Door peso of 1956, Colombia’s 
only silver crown since 1871 and of 
the 20th century. Maybe Colombia 
had no regular-issue large silver coins 
after 1871 since it was too busy turn- 
ing out half-dollar-size coins (50 cen- 
tavos, 5 décimos), more produced in 
Colombia than in any other country 
of Latin America. On the other hand 
the mountains of Colombia have 
always yielded more gold than silver. 

Colombian 8-real pillars (pillar 
dollars), El.-1/C-13, C-13a, are pro- 
bably the rarest Latin American crown 
and surely one of the most-sought 
coins in the world. Any collector who 
could afford it would probably pay 
$50,000 to own one. The few extant 
specimens of these coins are in univer- 
sal demand, for no type set of pillar 
dollars by mint can be complete with- 
out a Colombian piece. Reportedly 
eight are known, all minted in Bogota 
‘and dated either 1759 or 1762. Krause 
omits the 1759 but lists also 1760, 
1761, and 1763. Also Krause’s C-13a 
represents a 1769 issue from the Po- 
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payan mint, but who has ever seen or 
heard of one? Krause shows no photos 
from either mint. The only photo 
appearing in Elizondo and other books 
is of a 1759 Bogota piece. Some years 
ago I held one of the 1759s in my 
hand. At that time the price was 
$35,000 but I did not happen to have 
the cash in my pocket. 

Any crown of which less than ten 
specimens can be accounted for is 
going to be expensive. What we are 
dealing with here, in addition, is the 
fact that pillar dollars from all Spanish 
American mints circulated worldwide, 
perhaps more so than any other crown 
in the history of modern coinage. 
They were legal tender even in the 
U.S.A. until 1858. This means that 
these coins have a tradition, and hence 
collectors, everywhere. I can imagine 
no better numismatic investment than 
the rarest 8-real pillar of them all, the 
one with the date separating the letters 
of the NR mintmark. If a specimen 
ever appears at auction, maybe my 
$50,000 guess will be too low. 

We pass now to colonial 8 reales 
with the portrait of a king, El.-2-12/ 
C-66, all minted at Popayan, none at 
Bogota. The easiest date is 1814, with 
or without overdate, still a $1,000 
coin in XF. Worth a little more are the 
1811 and 1816, which turn up only 
occasionally. The rarest dates are 1810, 
1812, 1813, 1813/2, and 1820. Their 
price range might be wide, between 
$1,000 and $2,000, since some dealers 
and collectors recognize their rarity 
while others do not. The guide books 
correctly recognize the fact that no 
coins of this series were minted in 
1817, 1818, or 1819, but both 
Elizondo and Krause incorrectly list an 
1815 which does not exist. Beware of 
the 1815; any specimen you see will 
be either altered or counterfeit. If any- 
one claims to own an authentic one, 
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let him send it to the ANA Certifica- 
tion Service. This ends the colonial. 
production of Colombian crowns, few 
as they are. 

The first republican issues are 8 
reales with an Indian’s head on one 
side and a pomegranate on the other. 
There are two types of these, not at all 
clear in Krause, where C-115 is pic- 
tured and C-108 is not.’ It is the 
legend that differentiates the two 
coins. El.-13-15 shows the legend of 
LIBERTAD AMERICANA around the 
Indian and NUEVA GRANADA 
around the pomegranate. This was the 
first Colombian crown to proclaim 
freedom (lobertad) from the Spaniards, 
whose colonial name for the region 
was Nuevo Reino de Granada (New 
Kingdom of Granada), The newly- 
free Colombians removed the word 
Kingdom to leave simply New Granada. 
The connection with the pomegranate 
is that the territory was named origin- 
ally for the region of Granada in 
southern Spain, and in Spanish the 
word granada means pomegranate. 
El.-16-19 shows instead REPUBLICA 
DE COLOMBIA as the legend around 
the Indian and CUNDINAMARCA 
around the pomegranate. Cundina- 
marca was, and is, the area that sur- 
rounds Bogota and was the first to 
revolt against the Spaniards. Both 
these coins were minted more or less 
concurrently. 

Both these types come very badly 
worn, especially in the centers, so that 
a nice XF specimen is something spe- 
cial. Here is a case where there is an 
enormous difference in value between 
low grade and high grade, Neither coin 
in Fine or Very Fine is worth more

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than about $25-$50. The Cundina- 
marca in Extra Fine jumps to $200 
while the Nueva Granada, which is 
really rare in high grade, is worth three 
or four times that sum in XF, a fact 
not reflected at all by the figures in 
books. An uncirculated Nueva 
Granada dated 1819 sold for 10,500 
Swiss francs in January of 1981 at an 
auction in Basel. 

Next comes the “Colombiano,” as 
indicated on the coin itself, being 
El.-20-22/C-126. From neither Krause 
nor Elizondo would you know that 
the 1834 in XF is more than twice as 
rare as the 1835, 1835/4, or 1836, 
something like $1,000 versus $400. 

El.-23 presents the 1837 8 reales as 
a one-year type while Krause’s C-145 
lists also an 1838, which nobody has 
ever seen. The 1837 is a rare coin in 
any grade, the Krause prices being

more or less correct, as far as they go 
(VF), but in XF this is at least a 
$1,000 coin, more if well struck. 

El.-24-31 and C-147 are nicknamed 
la culebrilla (the little snake) by the 
Colombians because of the graphic 
effect produced by the banner above 
the cornucopia. They are worth about 
$150 down the line of dates in XF, 
but much more if you can find one 
without weak centers, as high as 
$750 for a choice specimen in the 
same grade. 

El.-32/C-158 is a one-year type 
much more available than El.-23/ 
C-145 which it resembles. Still this 
1847 is not common and is probably 
worth the $250 assigned by Krause 
in XF. 

The values of the 10 reales of 
1847, 1848, and 1849, El.-33-35/ 
C-159, are fairly indicated in Krause. 
The 10 reales of 1850 and 1851, 
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E].-36-37/C-160, should be worth one- 
third more in XF, while Krause gives a 
higher price to the previous group of 
10 reales. 

The values of E].-38-41/C-165 and 
E].-42-44/C-186 vary slightly in Krause 
but seem to me to be of equal availa- 
bility, worth $100-$150 in XF. 

El.-45/C-197, no photo in Krause, 
is a rare coin, worth $500 in XF. 

El.-46-52/Y-5 is worth about $100 
in XF down the line of dates. There is 
also a one-year type of the same de- 
sign, but minted in Popayan instead of 
Bogota, dated 1863. This is El.-53/ 
Y-5.1 and is the rarest crown of post- 
colonial Colombia, for which any 
serious collector would pay $2,000- 
$3,000 for an XF, the Krause price 
being much too low. 

El.-54-57/Y-10 is interesting. Both 
books give four dates: 1868, 1869, 
1870, and 1871. Both agree that the 
1868 is rare, as it is, worth about 
$1,000 in XF. Both say the 1869 is 
rare, no price given. I am convinced 
the 1869 does not exist and have 
doubt about the 1870. Elizondo states 
a mintage of 45,672 for the 1870, 
quite high for a coin that nobody 
appears to have seen, a statistic re- 
peated in Krause who gives the coin 
$250 in XF, quite a low price for a 
coin that nobody appears to have seen. 
The 1871 is the available date, worth 
about $150-$200 in XF, more for a 
well struck and well centered specimen. 

E].-58-60/Y-10.1, including the 
1870/69 unlisted in Elizondo, comes 
miserably struck. The 1870 and 
1870/69 are the difficult date, worth 
$400-$500 for the XF of better strike. 
Less difficult is the 1869, valued at 
about $200 in XF. Easiest to obtain is 
the 1871,a $150 coin in decent XF. 

We now jump 85 years to the 1956 
one-year-type peso with the Colom- 
bian coat of arms on one side and the 
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entrance to the Bogota mint pictured 
on the other, El.-61/Y-72. Until the 
price of silver rose to astonishing levels 
in the 1970s, every visitor to the 
Bogota Casa de Moneda (the old mint, 
coins not actually made there any 
more) had the opportunity to pur- 
chase one or more of these coins for 
about a dollar apiece. We should have 
loaded up, because this coin now 
fetches $30-$35 in uncirculated, more 
for the gem specimen. Many collectors 
are impressed by the low mintage, re- 
portedly 11,615, and thus believe the 
coin to be a good investment. It was, if 
you had bought it in the early years, 
but do not be misled when you find 
this coin in uncirculated condition at 
what seems a reasonable price. I have 
never seen a specimen in lesser grade, 
for the coin did not circulate, owing 
to its 90% silver content. 

The 1983 Krause listed this 1956 
peso at $40 in uncirculated but 
dropped the value to $27.50 in the 
1984 edition, undoubtedly to reflect. 
the currently lower price of silver from 
what it was a few years back. The $40 
seemed too high in the 1983 edition. 
The $27.50 now seems too low for a 
low-mintage one-year type that was 
produced 27 years ago, long before 
governments and private mints around 
the world began to indulge in an ex- 
cess of bullion coins. There is a rumor 
that the Colombian 1956 peso was re- 
struck. I do not believe it. Try to 
locate a roll of these coins, even in 
Colombia, and you may reach the 
same conclusion. It is much easier to 
obtain an uncirculated roll of the 
business-strike 1933 or 1934 Colom- 
bian 90%-silver 50 centavos. +o 

Most of the. minor silver coins of 
Colombia have already been analyzed 
by grade and price in three small cata- 
logs by Dr. Jorge Restrepo, a physician 
in Medellin, Colombia. If you are a 
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dealer or your collection includes 
Colombian silver minors, you would 
do well to obtain these meticulously- 
written catalogs, with parallel text in 
Spanish and English. One of them 
covers 50-centavo and 5-décimo pieces 
of the 19th century; another, 50-cen- 
tavo pieces of the 20th century; the 
third, 2-real, 2-décimo, and 20-centavo 
pieces from 1811 to 1982. I can 
supply these catalogs at cost (including 
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postage from Colombia where they 
were printed and U.S. postage from 
me to you) of $5.50 apiece, if you will 
write to me at 2033 Cove Trail, Mait- 
land, Florida 32751. I do this in 
homage to the work of Dr. Restrepo, 
who probably knows Colombian 
minors better than anybody else in the 
world and, of equal distinction, has 
always been willing to share his 
knowledge.

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The poem on page 101 of the Summer 1983 issue of FUN-Topics, entitled ‘‘Coin 
Collector’s Wife,’’ was great. In these quarters it brought a chuckle or two, some 
precious memories, and a rather different type of story. Let’s call it:

This story starts "way back in 1964, 
The couple were newlyweds; the bride 
had no interest in coins or collecting.

Eventually, the supply of 
silver coins available from local banks 
dried up, the accumulation went into a 
drawer, and the marriage stabilized. 

Comes now the early ’70s. The hus- 
band is earning more money at his 
non-numismatic job than he cares to 
pay taxes on. He still has his interest in 
numismatics, although by now it has 
departed from U.S. coins and to his 
love from many years ago, Oriental 
coins. With money to spare in the 


bank, he starts a collection of his old 
interest, Chinese coins. In order to 
keep his wife happy, he coerces her 
(and “‘coerce”’ is the appropriate word 
here) into working at a world coin- 
type set, which, as we all know, is a 
virtual impossibility unless one is a 
millionaire! She, as time progresses, 
decides that she’d like to specialize in 
Arabic and Japanese coins. Great. 
They proceed with gusto along their 
chosen lines. One thing leads to 
another, and the next thing we know 
they are in business — coin dealers — 
dealing at first with the common issues. 
Before long the business is booming, 
much to the joy of the husband-wife 
team, and let the IRS gnash its teeth 
for the husband has quit his mundane 
employment and the business is a full- 
blown operation. 

Now, as Paul Harvey says in his 
newscasts, is “the end of the story’— 
The coin business went along very well 
for several years; the wife, having a 
quick mind and a retentive memory, 
became an acknowledged expert in 
struck Japanese coinage. She could 
spot a counterfeit at forty paces, and 
wouldn’t touch it with a ten-foot pole. 
She ‘“‘lived” numismatics, and enjoyed 
it tremendously. Unfortunately, due 
to personal differences (non-numis- 
matic, please), the husband and wife 
parted company. She remained in 
numismatics, while he sought other 
areas of the business world. Unfortun- 
ately, the recent recession in this 
country forced the wife into different 
fields in an effort to make a living, but

screws On the truss of the Liberty Bell. 

To meet legal requirements, a 
miniature eagle was placed to the right 
of the bell on the reverse, but the 
Commission of Fine Arts objected to 
the size of the eagle because they said 
it was insignificant and hardly discern- 
ible when reduced to coin size. They 
also objected to the crack in the 
Liberty Bell showing on the coin. But 
it was still engraved, and the size of 
the eagle has remained the same.

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THE JOLLY TROLLEY COMPANY TOKEN 
By C.R. CLARK 


The Jolly Trolley is a 50-passenger 
bus which roughly resembles a San 
Francisco cable car. It was purchased 
by the City of Clearwater from The 
Jolly Trolley Company for use along 
the Clearwater Beach from the Shera- 
ton Sand Key to the North Beach on 
Mandalay. The Jolly Trolley provides 
free transportation so people can park 
their cars and travel easily along the 
beach with no traffic or parking prob- 
lems. The bus was first operated by 
The Jolly Trolley Co., a non-profit 
corporation, from the dedication date, 
October 24, 1980, until June 1982, 
when the City of Clearwater took over 
the operation. 

The idea of providing transporta- 
tion in a happy, music-filled atmos- 
phere was developed by the Greater 
Clearwater Chamber of Commerce and 
carried out by The Jolly Trolley’s 
board of directors under the leadership 
of Conductor Joe Greenwald. The 
Original route was a 9.6-mile distance, 
round trip, from downtown Clear- 
water, including the present beach 
part, and it was completed eight times 
daily. Adjustments to the time sche- 
dule and route were made during the 


period when The Jolly Trolley Co. ran 
the bus, but a lack of support by mer- 
chants along the route caused the cor- 
poration to lose money. About 15 
merchants purchased advertising and 
actively supported the venture. 

The Jolly Trolley Co. token was 
reported in the October issue of The 
Fare Box. New Issues Editor Harold 
V. Ford wrote, “25,000 specimens 
were struck by Osborne Coinage Co.” 

Joe Greenwald said a 40-cent fare 
was charged, so this obsolete token 
had a 40-cent value until the corpora- 
tion went out of business in June ’82. 
Information from the Chamber of 
Commerce indicated that tokens 
originally were issued also to mer- 
chants as an incentive for tourists to 
use the bus, 

The Jolly Trolley, as illustrated by 
Joe Greenwald on this page, is shown 
on one side of the aluminum token 
with “Joe G.”’ in small letters at the 
right of the letter E in FARE. The 
“Sparkling Clearwater’? reverse is 


similar to the design used by the City 
of Clearwater on the Clearwater Pass 
tollbridge token. The 39mm bus token 
has a reeded edge.

RULE NO. 12 
Selling Coins 

Don’t buy coins with the intention 
of selling them in less than five years. 
I suspect the best place to sell is 
through a prominent, public auction. 
I only suspect this to be the case; no 
respectable auctioneer would have 
considered accepting very many of the 
coins I got rid of. 

I say “very many” because, as time 
went by, I did sell and trade some 
decent dollars. There were two rea- 
sons. Either I had more of a particular 
date and mintmark than I wanted, or 
I sold or traded a more expensive 
dollar when I replaced it with a nicer 
one. (Bear in mind that I was helped 
by the fact that the prices of silver 
dollars and bullion were rising sharply 
during part of this time.) 

Anway, try to buy coins you'll 
want to hold for at least five years. 
But if you do decide to sell, at other 
than public auction, here are some 
hints: 

The first couple of times I sold I 
asked the dealer what he would give 
for each coin. This was a mistake, 
caused by my being too anxious to 
sell. The better approach is to state a 
price and let the dealer decide. Often 
he will make a counter, and I suspect 
it will be higher than what he would 
have stated had you just asked him for 
an offer. 

If he makes an acceptable counter- 
offer, then take it. Don’t try to make a 
killing. If you can make a reasonable 
profit on a coin you don’t want any- 
way, consider yourself lucky. Not 
many collectors are that fortunate. 
(I have yet to recognize a profit from 


my coin investment. I am sure I could 
today, if I wanted to sell — the point 
is, it is not an overnight proposition.) 

If the counter is too low, take the 
coin or coins to another shop, or if 
you're at a show, another table. (By 
the way, I think in most cases you 
can do better at a coin show — there 
are so many dealers to bargain with.) 
I found this approach to work very 
well. In fact, I can recall several times 
that one dealer didn’t even want a par- 
ticular coin, whereas another dealer 
did, and paid me a good price. I be- 
lieve that in those cases, the first 
dealer either thought the coin was 
over-graded or he already had several 
of the same specimens in stock. The 
latter reason is the one the dealer 
usually gives; seldom will he tell you 
he thinks you’re trying to sell him a 
bad coin. In any case, it definitely 
pays to shop around. 

If you sell by mail, in response to a 
“buy” ad, choose a dealer who pays 
postage both ways. Then, if no sale 
results, you won’t be out any mailing 
costs. Also, regardless what the ad 
says, include a listing of your coins, 
the price you want for each and a 
phone number at which you can be 
reached during business hours. (The 
amount you ask should be 15-20% 
more than you expect to receive.) If 
there is no toll-free number stated in 
the ad, then in your note ask the 
dealer to call to confirm the sale. I be- 
lieve that if the dealer has any interest 
at all, he will call, say something to the 
effect that the coins are not really as 
nice as he wants, and then make a 
counter. If there is a toll-free number, 
call the dealer soon after you think

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your package has arrived (and before 
he has time to put a check in the mail 
to you) to, again, confirm the sale. I 
am sure there will be room for negotia- 
tion. At least, that’s been my experi- 
ence. And, by all means, do insure 
your package, for the amount you are 
asking for the contents. 


RULE NO. 13 
Miscellaneous Tips 

1. Equipment. You may want to 
purchase a 5-power (5X) magnifier. It 
can enable you to spot wear that your 
inexperienced eye won’t see. As you 
learn more and more, you'll use the 
magnifier less and less. 5X, I think, is 
best. I purchased a 16X magnifier but 
found it revealed more than I really 
wanted to see. There are some 30X 
scopes available, but I don’t recom- 
mend one unless you’re looking for 
counterfeits or faked mintmarks. 

2. Dipping. Liquid tarnish (toning) 
removers are readily available. But — 
never dip coins. Just don’t do it! If 
you don’t like the toning, don’t buy 
the coin. I cannot recall a single speci- 
men I dipped that looked better 
afterwards than before. 

3. Auctions. | recommend you not 
bid at auctions for at least a year. You 
can buy overgraded coins at many 
auctions as easily as you can from 
dealers. If you do bid, choose an auc- 
tion run by one of the dealers 
described in Rule No. 6. 

4. Storage. Store your coins secure- 
ly. I think rigid plastic holders are best 
by far. I tried many types of holders 
and all have good and bad points. 
Right now, as I say, my dollars are in 
hard plastic holders, probably the best 
choice for long-term storage, despite 
their cost. Next to the rigid plastic 
holder, I like the 2x2 flipettes. It’s a 
matter of preference really, so long as 
your holder is not one that might ad- 
versely affect the coin’s condition. 
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5.Safety. Keep your coins in a 
safety deposit box at your bank. (I do. 
I read too many stories of collections 
being stolen from homes to do any- 
thing else.) You can’t look at your 
coins as often as you might like, but if 
someone steals them from your home, 
you can’t look at them at all. 

6. Newsletters. Should you sub- 
scribe to one? You can, but not to 
completely substitute the writer’s 
judgment for your own, Many news- 
letter writers sell coins, and you 
should approach their offerings just as 
you would those of any coin dealer. 

7.Coin Clubs. I have not men- 
tioned coin clubs up to now for two 
reasons. First, I never joined one. I 
assume there is one in my area, but 
I’ve never run across it. Second, from 
what I’ve read there are coin clubs and 
there are coin clubs. In other words, 
some clubs are no more than “swap” 
meets, while at others, members actu- 
ally learn numismatics. I guess the 
only way to find out about the club in 
your locale is to try it. However, be 
careful about letting any of the mem- 
bers teach you to grade coins. They 
may know even less than you do. 
Again, I’m not knocking the good coin 
clubs; I’m just saying don’t join one 
expecting miracles. 

8. Grading. Two final thoughts — 
First, I feel it will take you, as a col- 
lector/investor rather than a full-time 
dealer, a couple of years to become a 
proficient grader of your coins. I do 
not consider myself an expert by any 
means. Now, if I worked at it 8 hours 
a day, I'd probably be very competent 
by now. But I don’t, and you probably 
won't either. As it is, I think I can 
almost always distinguish an MS-60 
dollar from MS-65. Differentiating 
MS-63 from MS-65 still gives me 
trouble at times. However, I do feel 
comfortable when buying, and I’m 
willing, most of the time, to trust my 
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own judgment. (When I’m not sure, I 
don’t buy — and that’s an excellent 
rule for you, too.) 

Second, there are several grading 
books on the market. I can recom- 
mend them to you if you collect cir- 
culated coins. I honestly don’t think 
they are much help with uncirculated 
specimens. 


9. Condition, What grade coins 
should you buy? Perhaps I shouldn’t 
get into this, but I can’t resist giving 
my opinion. Buy uncirculated coins, in 
the highest grade you can afford. Mint 
state coins are the most attractive and, 
1 believe, the best long-term invest- 
ment. I’m sure there are knowledge- 
able collectors and dealers who would 
disagree on the investment aspect, but 
that’s still how I feel. 


10. Series to Collect. Again, this is 
likely an area outside the scope of this 
publication. Nevertheless . . . if I 
viewed collecting mainly as a long- 
term investment, I would “collect” 
MS-65 and proof Franklin halves and 
pre-1965 Roosevelt dimes. As silver 
coins they have bullion as well as 
numismatic value, and are still rea- 
sonably priced compared to other 
coins with this intrinsic worth. 

However, most numismatists view 
collecting as more than an investment. 
If you feel that way, too, then collect 
the coins that carry the most interest 
for you. Even if it means buying far 
fewer than you'd like, and in lower 
grades. You won’t be happy other- 
wise. Take me. I don’t have nearly the 
quantity or variety of dollars that I'd 
like, but the ones I do have give me 
more pleasure than a trashcan full of 
Franklins ever could. 


11. Quantity Versus Quality. Your 
temptation will be to buy the lower- 
priced coins in the series you select. 
This is fine initially, but once you have 
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your feet on the ground, buy a few of 
the most expensive coins. They seem 
to increase in value considerably faster 
than the common dates. Case in point, 
in 1978 I had the chance to buy an 
MS-65 1891 Morgan from a competent 
dealer for $60. I didn’t because I 
thought the price was beyond my 
means. That coin now sells for at least 
$650.00. Not too long after I missed 
that opportunity I was spending $60 
and more for individual coins without 
blinking an eye. 


RULE NO. 14 
The Real Reason for 
Collecting Coins 

Well, I guess that about covers it, 
everything I should have known about 
buying coins. Except the most im- 
portant point, and about the only 
thing I did sight from the beginning. 
I started collecting dollars because I 
find them fascinating, beautiful arti- 
facts of a time long past. They intrigue 
me, and I enjoy them for what they 
are and what they represent. I may 
one day realize a substantial profit 
from my collection, but that was not 
my motive for collecting them. I hope 
you will become a collector in the true 
sense of the word and not let the 
profit motive rob you of what the 
hobby is all about. 

As for me, I know that my best 
memories will not be how much 
money I made, but of all the fun I 
had. And that’s the real reason for 
collecting coins.

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REFLECTIONS ON PROOFLIKES 


(Continued from Summer issue)

(Mr. Campbell authored the special section on Prooflike Morgan Dollars in the 
1982 Fight Inflation with Silver Dollars, by Les and Sue Fox. For the first time 
at any major coin convention, Mr. Campbell gave an educational presentation on 
the rarity, availability, and profit potential for those ““Deep Mirror Beauties’’ at 
the 1982 FUN Convention in Orlando, Florida. Here is the continuation of 


that presentation.) 


My fourth investment tip .. . never 
seen in Coin World or any other pub- 
lication or book. You’ve probably 
never heard this before in any invest- 
ment seminar, yet, if I could just leave 
you with one tip to remember about 
dollars, this is the most important tip 
I can give you. . . . Develop and main- 
tain good customer relations with the 
major silver dollar dealers. What am I 
asking you to do? Be an amateur psy- 
chologist. You’ve got to do it, folks. 
There are only a very small number of 
people in the entire world who have 
access to the choice and gem superb 
quality, prooflike dollars that I am 
talking about. I would say that of all 
the gem prooflike dollars that are 
bought and sold at major coin shows, 
80% of them are controlled to some 
extent or another by about 20 dealers 
— perhaps 30 at the most. And if you 
go to a coin dealer and “‘mess up” as 
the saying goes, you become crude or 
do something that you shouldn’t have 
done, exercise bad manners or bad 
judgment or bounce a check with a 
dealer, the word gets around. We’re 
just like everyone else. We’re rumor- 
mongers. We act like old women or old 
men just like everybody else. And we 
get in our back rooms and say, “Do 
you know this customer, Joe Smith? 
He’s bounced three checks with me 
and he spilled a coke all over my silver 
dollars... . I don’t ever want him by 
my table again.” And I say, “You 
know, youre right. Smith came by my 
table and picked up a Cameo 83-CC 


and dropped it right on my showcase. 
And [| told him I didn’t want him to 
come by, either.” And sooner or later, 
no matter how good an investment a 
certain coin is, Joe Smith will never 
have a chance to buy it. At any price. 
He’s been frozen out of the market. 

Maintaining and developing good 
customer relations with the major 
silver dollar dealers — I just can’t tell 
you how important it is. A good friend 
of mine, the man who got me into 
coins at the age of 13, used to have a 
sign on his coin shop. It said, “The 
price of the coin is directly related to 
the attitude of the customer.” That is 
true, folks. So, if you come in with 
Mr. Know-it-All attitude, the attitude 
that you can get by without being 
friends with this fellow and you just 
want to come in and say, “Oh, okay,” 
or “No, and leave, or have somewhat 
of a disrespectful attitude . . . Folks, 
the price of that dollar just went up! 
Or, in fact, he may not even offer it to 
you, saying, “Well, I promised it to 
another customer.” The guys who are 
really nice guys, the dollar dealers, will 
pull that trick on people consistently. 
When you come up to the 7th or 8th 
time at the Sth coin show and he still 
says that, you look back, lean back, 
and then finally, you’re beginning to 
get the message. So, I can’t tell you 
how important it is to maintain good 
customer relations with the dollar 
dealers. 

Now I’ve said that quality is more 
important than date [in the last issue]. 
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I still have to say in all honesty that I 
do like some dates better than others. 
So I'm going to go to my ten recom- 
mended dates on the back of my 2nd 
handout and I’m going to have you 
look at my 10 recommended dates for 
investment in MS-65 or MS-67 proof- 
like condition. These are 10 dates that 
I feel are really, really good dates to 
look for, if you can find them. That’s 
the biggest “if” of all. We'll address 
ourselves to that a little bit later. The 
first date that I have listed is the 1878 
Philadelphia, the 7 over 8 tail-feather 
variety. Now, we’re talking about 
those coins that have at least four 
extra tips visible under the eagle’s 7 
tail feathers. It takes at least four extra 
tips for most dealers to buy them at 
the price of a 7 over 8 tail-feather 
variety. Some of them, such as VAM 
31 or °43, have virtually no extra tips 
showing, but for dealers to pay the 
price there should be at least four. 
Now, the 7 over 8 tail-feather variety 
generally comes in prooflike condi- 
tion, very dull, very gray, very shallow 
mirror, very bag-marked, a hideous 
coin to look at. It is not a rare coin in 
prooflike, It is a rare coin in gem 
prooflike. So keep that difference in 
mind. This, by the way, is my main 
difference with the Wayne Miller 
book. His book is probably the best 
book ever put out on prooflike dollars. 
Wayne does give a rarity rating for the 
various dollars and dates in prooflike, 
but he does not differentiate the 
difference between prooflike in rarity 
and gem prooflike. The 7 over 8 tail- 
feature is a classic example. The coin is 
only a medium rarity in prooflike, but 
it is, in my Opinion, a great rarity in 
gem deep mirror prooflike. 

The next coin is the 1878 Philadel- 
phia, the round-breast variety. On the 
Gray Sheet, the Coin Dealer’s News- 
letter, they list it as the type of 79, 
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which I don’t believe is wholly ade- 
quate or accurate. But if you’re look- 
ing on your Coin Dealer Newsletter, 
you'll see it listed as 1878P Type of 
79 on the Gray Sheet. This is a great 
rarity in gem prooflike. Years ago, in 
1979, a superb specimen sold in 
Florida for $1500. Today, the coin is 
listed, I believe, on the Coin Dealer’s 
Newsletter, in prooflike condition, at 
somewhere around $600-$700. That’s 
foolishness. I would be very happy to 
pay someone $1000-$1200 for a gem 
cameo prooflike round-breast right 
now. I’ve never seen a superb speci- 
men except for the one in Florida in 
79. That’s the only gem I’ve ever seen. 
Again, the coin can be found in proof- 
like condition, but it’s usually badly 
scraped up and they have not a deep 
mirror, a shallow mirror prooflike. 


The third coin on the list is the 
1879 San Francisco, the so-called flat- 
breast or Type of 1878 as it’s listed in 
Coin Dealer’s Newsletter. Probably 
over 90% of all your 1879-S dollars 
have the round breast. About 10% of 
them have flat-breast that you associ- 
ate with B Reverse or Type of 1878. 
Your B Reverse, Type of 1878 silver 
dollars for 1879-S are extremely rare 
in gem prooflike. The truth of the 
matter is that this is not a very well 
kept secret among dollar specialists. 
The 1879-S dollar, to the best of my 
knowledge, is unknown in gem proof- 
like. Yet it is priced on the Gray 
Sheet at about $400. I know dealers 
who will pay three times that for gem 
PL of this date. I will pay $10 just to 
look at ene! You don’t have to sell me 
the coin .. . I'll give you $10 cash if 
you'll just show me a gem prooflike 
°79-S flat breast. If you’ve got 100 of 
them, I’m going to be in trouble, but 
Pll pay you a hundred times ten just 
to look at all hundred of them. It’s 
an extremely rare date. The coin does 
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not exist virtually in gem BU either. 
They look like they were all put out at 
Logan Airport and all the 747s landed 
on them, because this coin is a hideous 
date in any uncirculated condition, 
whether it is prooflike or frosty. So 
this is the one coin to really be looking 
for in prooflike condition. 

Another coin on the list is the 1882 
San Francisco. Of all the early SF 
dollars from °78 to ’82,I like the ’82S 
best of all. Normally it comes in 
brilliant prooflike. On rare occasions, 
it will be cameo on one side, usually 
the obverse. In extremely rare cases, it 
will be cameo on both sides, and it’s 
worth over $1000, if you can find it. 
Most of them are brilliant and a nice 
brilliant prooflike °82-S is a prime in- 
vestment at today’s prices. I believe 
the coin right now is going for appro- 
ximately $300-$350. If you can find a 
nice *82-S at that price, by all means 
buy it. 

Next is 1884 Philadelphia, a coin 
that, when it comes in prooflike, is 
normally brilliant and very visually 
unappealing. A very ugly coin to look 
at, but occasionally you will find an 
1884-P prooflike with a deep mirror 
that has a lot of visual attraction to it. 
But they are very scarce. There are 
probably no more than 20 or 30 two- 
sided cameo 1884-P dollars in the 
whole wide world. I’ve seen only two 
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in my life. One that I own, the other 
one — God forgive me that I passed, 
because the guy wanted three times 
Gray Sheet for it. What a dummy! The 
°84-P is a rare coin in cameo prooflike, 
cameo on both sides. As I say, I’ve 
only seen two, and I’ve been looking 
since the mid-’60s. 

1887-S — This is a date that is com- 
mon in one-sided prooflike, usually 
the reverse. But in two-sided cameo 
prooflike, there is a huge difference, 
folks. Two-sided cameo 1887-S, an 
extremely tough coin. This coin has 
suffered from what we call the Red- 
field stigma. Redfield dollars, most 
of the S mints from 1878 on up thru 
1900, most of these Redfield dollars 
have kind of a negative stigma attach- 
ed to them because of the huge Red- 
field hoard. This is a Redfield date, 
but this date is virtually unavailable in 
two-sided gem cameo. If you can find 
one at anywhere near teletype prices, 
five years from now you will be 
thrilled to death at the price that it 
will be worth then. 

Next is a date that is near to my 
heart — the 1889 Philadelphia. I have 
seen one superb gem specimen in 
prooflike in my entire life, and a dear 
friend of mine in West Palm Beach 
“cherried” this coin at the *78 FUN 
Convention in St. Petersburg for the 
incredible price of $22. The coin is 
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probably worth around $3000 right 
now. It is a gem deep mirror brilliant 
prooflike, just a superb specimen. It’s 
better than most proofs you'll ever 
see. The chances of finding a coin like 
that are Zero, folks. Even I have never 
found one of those, but I do have in 
my collection a nice deep-mirror °89-P 
that is a full MS-65. Again, I doubt 
personally if there are more than 10 or 
20 gem deep mirror °89 Philadelphias 
in existence, and when you consider 
that close to half a million people 
collect silver dollars, there is a message 
there somewhere. 

The 1890-P, the same comments 
apply as the 1889. Not quite as scarce, 
and most of the prooflike 1890-P’s, 
like the °89-P’s, are very poor quality, 
not investment quality. Gem 1890 
Phillys — I’ve seen four — I’ve seen 
five, excuse me — I bought four. The 
fifth one was in another man’s collec- 
tion. He wouldn’t sell it to me. But a 
very rare coin in gem prooflike. 

1900-P prooflike — almost all of 
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these are dull gray brilliant PL’s. They 
are technically prooflike, but they are 
so visually unattractive you wouldn’t 
be caught in the same room with one. 
On the other hand, rarely-seen gem 
deep mirror 1900-P prooflikes are 
worth a king’s ransom. I’ve only seen 
one in my life. I purchased it in ’78. 
I’ve been looking for my second speci- 
men. It is probably the most under- 
rated pricewise coin on this entire list. 
Even more so than the 1889-P, which 
is my favorite. 

Last, but not least, the 1902-0. A 
modestly priced coin in prooflike right 
now. You can probably buy a nice 
specimen for $400-$500. Folks, at 
that price, it’s a steal. 1902-0 proof- 
likes are available, but most of them 
are ugly. They’re badly scraped up, a 
dull gray brilliant prooflike with no 
pizzaz or eye appeal. A 1902-0 silver 
dollar in gem prooflike with nice deep 
mirrors is a very tough coin. A prime 
investment. So remember those little 
goodies.

MINT DIRECTOR SENDS 
OLYMPIC SILVER DOLLARS 
TO THE USS IOWA 


Mint Director Donna Pope pro- 
vided two of the new 1983 Olympic 
Silver Dollar Coins to the crew of the 
battleship USS Jowa. The two silver 
dollars were placed inside the support- 
ing structure of the ship’s new mast 
where they will remain throughout the 
life of the ship. The ship is scheduled 
to be recommissioned in the summer 
of 1984. 

The tradition of placing coins under 
the step of a mast originated with the 
ancient Romans. It was a custom to 
place coins in the mouths of the dead 
to pay Charon for ferry passage across 
the River Styx. The custom has con- 


tinued as a naval tradition ensuring the 
fare of all hands on board a Navy 
vessel has been paid. 

Mrs. Pope sent the two silver dollars 
to the USS Jowa crew last month 
(May). The Olympic dollars are pre- 
sently being sold by the U.S. Mint in 
support of the U.S. Olympic team, 
Profits from the sale of these coins, as 
well as the 1984 Silver Olympic Dollar 
and the 1984 Ten Dollar Gold Olym- 
pic coins, will be used to train 
America’s Olympic team, to support 
local community amateur athletic pro- 
grams, and to help stage the 1984 
Summer Games in Los Angeles. 
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THE PAPACY

The history of the Papacy is the his- 
tory of the world in compact form. 
There are few major events within the 
last 2,000 years that do not tie in with 
this Principality. Whether the Papacy 
was at the bottom of things, as during 
- the Persecution, or at a zenith when it 
ruled both spiritually and politically, it 
was always an entity to be reckoned 
with. 

A person may be indifferent to the 
religion of Catholicism, but the emo- 
tional and religious influence cannot 
be easily ignored. One may not agree 
with its religious persuasion, but its 
long and turbulent journey through 
20 centuries demands notice. The late 
Pope Paul VI put it very succinctly 
when he addressed the United Nations 
by stating: “You know well who we 
are Laat 

From the time of Christ’s estab- 
lishment of Peter as Head, the Papacy 
has buffeted the shores of history with 
a never-ending chain of successors. The 
men that have held this awesome posi- 
tion have ranged from extreme sanct- 
ity to the lowest debauchery, just as 
the history of mankind itself has 
ranged. The “Chair of Peter” is be- 
lieved to be beyond the power of any 
human being to destroy, and it is to 
last until the end of time. When one 
views the men who have held the 
office and the men who have at- 
tempted to destroy it, the wars, the 
persecutions, the breakups, the cor- 
ruptions and the sublimities, he can- 
not but help to wonder a bit and 
give pause. 

The Papacy bases its authority on 
Christ Himself, and sees its main role 


as teacher and symbolic leader in pur- 
suit of a better world both now and 
eternally. Through the course of its 
passing it inherited the power of a 
declining Roman Empire and spent 
much time in pursuit of land and 
power. During the Middle Ages, the 
belief was that of Pope Julius II: “The 
Church is only as strong as its armies.” 

The Papal States received from the 
Emperor Constantine, in the fourth 
century, about three hundred thou- 
sand acres around Rome. At their 
largest, in the 18th century, the Papal 
States comprised 17,000 square miles 
encompassing three million inhabitants. 
With the advent of Napoleon, followed 
by Victor Emmanuel, the “Papal 
States’”’ were relegated to 108 acres 
and became known as Vatican City. 
Within a span of less than 100 years 
(1807-1870), the material holdings of 
18 centuries were reduced to practic- 
ally nothing. 

The coinage of the Papacy or the 
Papal States is very ancient. The first 
crude coins were struck of Adrian I 
(772-795). One type bears a portrait in 
a stylized, Byzantium manner. From 
that point on, the Popes continued to 
issue coins. About the year 1268, por- 
traits and crosses became legible and 
under the reign of Clement VI (1343) 
a more uniform coinage emerges, with 
the obverse showing a seated, tiared 
Pope holding a crosier (staff). The re- 
verses are either of a cross or the Papal 
keys. The first real coins of any artis- 
tic merit show up under Eugene IV in 
1447 where Peter and Paul emerge on 
well-designed coins.

Stanley Dambrouckas Teletype Service 
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began to show up with Peter sitting in 
a boat. Alexander VI (1503) issued a 
superb coin showing the apostles in a 
boat with Christ rescuing the doubting 
Peter from the waves; Julius II 
(Michaelangelo’s mentor) issued some 
superb coins with varying motifs. 

Leo X (1513) for his reign of eight 
years, issued an amazingly beautiful 
assortment of coins. Even the coinage 
seemed to express his oft-quoted 
phrase: “‘Let us enjoy the Papacy as 
it’s granted to us by God.” One of the 
more “worldly” Popes, he was the son 
of Lorenzo de Medici, and has the in- 
famous honor of an attempt on his life 
by a group of dissatisfied cardinals. 

Clement VII (1525) issued the first 
coin showing the Holy Year Door. A 
Holy Year is one dedicated to special 
prayers and religious revival. It is held 
every 25 years and is the subject of 
many papal coins and medals. A 
special door in the Vatican marks the 
elaborate opening and closing of each 
Holy Year. 

Another interesting series of coins 
and medals are the Sede Vacante 
(Vacant Seat) issues. These are minted 
during the interregnum period be- 
tween the death of one Pope and the 
election of another. Usually the coins 
portray the coat of arms of the Car- 
dinal Chamberlain and a gondolfo 
(umbrella) or hat. First issued as coins 
in 1378, they are usually quite scarce 
due to their limited striking. A collec- 
tion of these in themselves would be 
quite formidable. 

The coats of arms of the various 
Popes are also an interesting study. 
The arms are usually of the Pope’s 
ancestral family and are highly sym- 
bolic. Many early coins that are not 
too legible due to poor striking are 
identifiable because of the coat of 
arms. Many of the Papal State cities 
issued their own coins in honor of the 
Pope and most carry the arms of the 
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particular city, 

Medals of the Popes came around 
the time of Innocent VII in 1405. 
Most of the papal medals show extra- 
ordinary artistic merit. The obverse is 
usually of the Pope, but the reverse 
covers a multitude of subjects. This 
may range from an angel slaying the 
Hugenots to Christ gently welcoming 
little children, There are many Old 
Testament scenes, like Jacob’s ladder, 
Noah’s ark, and Samson’s dead lion. 
Some of the finest medalists in history 
worked on the papal medals. (Droz, 
who Thomas Jefferson tried to hire for 
the U.S. Mint, created a medal of Pius 
VII in 1804.) 

The Papal States’ coins carry, as no 
other nation, a sense of history, an 
ability to feel part of an ancient past. 
The coinage seems aware, too, that 
they, like their predecessors, are des- 
tined to exist for ages and ages hence. 
When a Pope dies, he is buried in three 
coffins — mainly to preserve. With him 
are buried coins and medals of his 
reign. As one author explained it: 
“When all else decays only the coins 
and medals are left.” This is obviously 
done with a view into a future time 
when ages have destroyed the tombs, 
the legends and the records. 

Truly the coins of the Papacy offer 
an unparalleled scope to history. They 
offer, too, a timeless lesson — a story 
of mankind groping with himself, his 
times and his God.

Barber Half Dollar 
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Pope Julius II! (1552) struck this magnificent gold coin with its strong portrayal of Christ. 
Many Papal State coins, because of their strong, religious motifs, were often worn as medals 
or carried by people seeking divine favor. 


Clement XI (1713). This coin depicts the fountain and obelisk in a city that Clement either 
had constructed or renovated. The obverse is Clement’s coat of arms honoring his ancestral 
family. 


Alexander VIII (1690). This simple coin of a team of oxen pulling a plow is honoring 
Alexander for draining swampland around Rome, thus providing more farmland for the 


inhabitants. 
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Holy Year - 1700. Held usually every 25 years, a Holy Year is one dedicated to special 
prayers and petitions. The Holy Year Door is in the Vatican and is opened only during these 
special years. 
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Clement XI (1706), St. Peter in the boat — a very popular theme on Papal coins. It honors 
Christ’s words to Peter that He would make him “‘a fisher of men.” 


Sede Vacante (Vacant Seat - 


1829. Issued between the death of a reigning Pope and the elec- 
tion of another. Usually Sede Vacante coins are quite scarce due to their limited mintage
